THE SWING-PATTON AFFAIR. 


The whole aspect of the Swing-Patton case 


bas changed, as our readers know, within a couple 
of days. Prof. Swing has withdrawn from the 
Presbyterian Church after vindicating his right 
to remain in it, and after his orthodoxy was 
vouched for by the Chicago Presbytery. He 
fought, and won ; he came, hesaw,and conquered ; 
but rather than continue the fight any longer sur- 
renders all the advantage that he had obtained. 
. Prof. Patton, too, has gained all that he started 
out in search of. He wanted to demonstrate 
Swing no Presbyterian. Mr. Swing leaves the 
Presbyterian Church ; ‘but Patton, having got 
his hand in, is bound to fight somebody, 
% he fights the Presbytery of Chicago 
and their decision in the Swing trial. 
The question is very naturally asked: What is 
Prof. Swing going to do now? It is not, per- 


haps, generally known that Mr. Swing is not the 


_ pastor of the Fourth Presbyterian Church. 
Shortly after the fire that church, being without 
a clergyman regularly installed as pastor, invited 
Mr. Swing to occupy its pulpit, and theinvitation 
was accepted. Since that time he has 
been, not the pastor of the church, but what is 
known in Presbyterian parlance as stated sup- 
ply.” This is a position which a Congregationalist 
may, consistently with Presbyterian usage, fill, 
as long as the Session of the Church are agreed. 
If Mr. Swing joins the Congregationaiists, he 
may, therefore, ifthe Fourth Presbyterian Church 
sees fit, continue in his present position. In other 
words, there is nothing in Presbyterian dis- 
cipline to interfere with Mr. Swing’s relation to 
his present congregation, though he should be- 
come a Congregationalist, while they continued 
Presbyterian. 

But Mr. Swing can neither leave the 
Presbyterian Church nor join the Congre- 
getional without formally severing: his con- 
connection with the former,—i. e., obtaining a 
letter of dismissal, stating that he is a member 
in good and regular standing. To leave without 
this document, to ignore the Church, or take 
French leave of it, would be to submit himself 
to another controversy. The question has been 
asked whether the Presbytery can give such a let- 
ter to Prof. Swing while there is an appeal pending 


Presbytery’s certifying to Prof. Swing’s good 
standing in the Church, if they feel so disposed ; 
d, considering that they have just acquitted 
of the only charges that can be brought 
impeach his good standing it would 
that they will feel 80  dispos- 

The appeal pending is no cloud 
Prof. Swing's orthodoxy. As Prof. Patton 


an appeal of the kind pending would be to 
prejudge tho case and usurp the place alike 
of the Synod and General Assemb! y.

THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 

The act of the Legislature chartering publie 
‘libraries in the cities and towns of Illinois anthor- 
ines the municipal authorities to levy a tax not 
exceeding one-fifth of a mill on the dollar of 
valuation for the support of such libraries. The 
first levy for the Chicago Library was in 1872 ; 
the next in 1873. None of the first levy was 
available until late in 1873, and the bulk of the 
second will mot be received until August of 
1874. The expenditures for, the Library, first in 


Tank, and secondlyin the present quarters at the 
corner of Madison street and Wabash avenue, 
have drawn largely upon the available funds. 
The reading-room has become already one of the 
institutions of the city, and is largely attended. 
The circulating department has at once grown 
into high favor and usefulness. The list of new 


applications for books is at the rate. of one hun- 


dred each day, and it will not require many 
months before the number of applicants will 
equal the number of volumes in the Library. 
The books purchased were scarcely enough to 


This work of putting the circulating library 
in operation with only a limited number 
of books, and with few duplicates, is one of dif- 
fidulty, and can only be accomplished by a regu- 
lar and liberal addition to the volumes for circu- 
lation. The estimate presented to the Commoa 
Council for the year 1874-5 was $50,000 for 
the support and increase of the Library. This 
estimate the City Comptroller has reduced to 
$20,000. The reading-room attached to the 
Library is an extensive one, and is well supplied 
with papers and magazines from all parts of the 
United States and Europe. It is open from early 
morning until 9 o’cleck at night. It requires 
several attendants for this department alone, 
The cost of attendance, fuel, light, stationery, and 
other expenses, will reach, if not exceed, Comp- 
troller Hayes’ estimate, thus leaving Lthe ibrary 
without any funds to make additions to the 
Library. It is not likely that the Directors 
would have opened the circulating department 
at all unless they had-had assurance that the 
small stock of books held by them would be in- 
creased ; and, if there are no more books to be 
bought, it would perhaps be better to close the 
Library, and abandon the attempt to furnish 
books to the people of a city like this from the 
comparatively paltry collection sow On band, or 
procurable with the money now available. 

The Common Council have to act upon the 
recommendations of the Comptroller. While the 
public heartily agree with Mr. Hayes in his plan 
to reduce the expenditures of the current year 
to a million less than the appropriations for last 
year, this proposed reduction in the case of the 
Library is neither economical nor expedient. If 
the members of the Council will examine the 
list of names registered for books they will be 
gratified at seeing among them a very large pro- 
portion of young men and women who are at 
labor all day, who have no means to buy books, 
and whose only hope of obtaining reading-mat- 
ter for pleasure or instruction.is in this Library. 
If the books can be furnished, there will be 
within a year 50,000 names registered, and no 
money can be so profitably expended as in main- 
taining this great public benefaction.

at Washington, It ought to be kept, as für as possible, 
free from such influences, organized, 
maintained toenforce the authority of the United 
States, no matter by what individual or party that 
authority may from time to time be rightfully wielded. 
We presume that considerations of this character Have 
led Gen. Sherman, who is eminently distinguished for 
his practical common sense, toask the transfer of 
headquarters, and that the same considerations have 
led the President to authorize it. 


Granting that common sense demands the re- 
moval of the headquarters of the army from 
Washington—which we are quite ready to grant— 
it does not follow that common senge demands 


their removal to St. Louis. We do not say that

horse-railway privileges beyond the year 1884. 
The present value of these franchises in the differ- 
ent parts of the city is measured by the value of

$2,000,000, and at the expiration of the term, 
when ten years’ growth shail have been added to 
the city, they will perhaps be worth double the 
sum.

Whether it shall be deemed advisable 
ten years from now to sell the street-railway

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HUMORS OF THE TARIFF. 

To most people the tariff presents but dry 
reading, but the laws of the United States are 
so fearfully and wonderfully made, and present 
so many and extraordinary absurdities and in- 
consistencies, that the careful student of the 
American tariff will find the ludicrous and the 
stupid everywhere commingled. There are 
many legends related of our legislation on the 
tariff. One of these is that some fifty years 
ago the printer, in setting up the list of articles 
in the free list, accidentally “‘ pied a stickful of 
the matter. He was able to correct all the lines 
except one, and into that he put all the 
type that was left without any reference to the 
order of the letters. The word they produced 
was of sesquipedalian length, and it was duly 
published in the law. Every time the tariff was 
amended and re-enacted, this unpronounceable 
name of some unknown article was repeated in 
the free list. When the War broke out, and the 
protectionists got control, they took it from the 
free list and put a duty of 20 per cent on it; in 
subsequent acts, the duty was increased to 30 
and 4) per cent, under the theory of protecting 
home industry, and thus it contin yd until a few 
years ago when the origin of e mysterious 
article in the tariff was made kno,’ then 
the name was dropped from the law. 

Mr. David A. Wells, in a letter in a New York 
paper, relates some incidents in the way of tink- 


— — — 


‘ering the tariff even in the earlier days of the 


Republic, and gives the true version of the im- 
portation of leaden statuary in order to avoid 
the tariff laws. He prefaces it with the story of 
the law enacted by the authorities of a French 
town to the effect that no citizen should walk 
out after dark without a lantern”; and how a 
citizen was arrested under this law and escaped 
punishment by proving that he had a lantern 
with him, but which contained no candle. The 
law was amended so as to require both lantern 
and candle, and the same man escaped punish- 
ment by exhibiting bis lantern with an unlighted 
candle in it; the law was again amended so as to 
require lantern and lighted candle, and the same 
man again defeated the law by using a dark lan- 
tern in which was concealed a lighted candle 
This story was a burlesque upon the incapacity 
of the rural Frenchmen to make laws; but it 
has been substantially repeated by the United 
States in their attempt to put a tax on imported 
lead. . 

From 1816 to 1825 there was low duty on im- 
ported lead, and the manufacture of white lead 
as a basis for paints became a great American 
industry.. About this time occurred the dis- 
covery of the lead mines at Galena, and the 
belief existed that these mines would be able to 
supply the entire world. The next thing was to 
protect American lead from competition. 
Therefore, the duty was doubled, and in 1828 
the duty on lead in pigs and bars was increased 
to 8 cents a pound, being an addition of 200 per 
cent. The law, however, did not change the 
duty on white lead, and the American manu- 
facturers were threatened with the annihilation 
of their business, and therefore they put on 
their spectacles to find some defect in the law. 
They found that, while Congress had put a tax 
of 8 cents a pound on pig lead, it had left the 
duty on old lead at 15 per cent. Agents were at 
once sent to Europe by the houses engaged in the 
importation of metals to purchase all the old 
lead that could be found. So sharp was the 
search that the supply was exhausted and con- 
tracts were actually made to furnish new lead in 
exchange for old; old roofs were taken off aud 
new ones puton without cost to the owner,— 
the American tariff actually making old lead 
more valuable in this country than new. Old 
lead, in time, reached this country in immense 


quantities; the Oustom-House authorities were 


astounded at the tender of 15 por cent duty, and 
refused it. The case was sent to Washington,- 
and decided in favor of the merchants, the law 
being defective, and its speedy amendment was 
promised. 

The merehants, upon further examination of 
the tariff laws, discovered that any person im- 
porting musket-balle or leaden bullets should 
pay a duty thereon of 15 per cent or the goods 
should beforfeited. They therefore instructed 
their agents in Europe to buy up all the musket- 
balis and leaden bullets they could find, and to 
have others manufactured, all of which in time 
were received in the United States. There was 
another row at the Custom-House, but the 


authorities at Washington were forced to decide 


that lead in this form was only subject to the 
duty of 15 per cent, but declared that the law 
would be amended. 

Then followed an extraordinary interest in 
getting hold of new sets of standard weights, 
the weights varying from half an ounce up to 
fifty-six pounds, and also clock-weights and 
leads used by navigators for deep-sea sound- 
ings. Lead in all these forms was extensively 
imported, and the Custom-Houses demanded tie 
duty of 3 cents per pound. This being refused, 
they seized the ‘‘clock-weights,” ‘‘scale-weights,” 
and sounding-leads“ that were imported. The 
case was heard at Washington, and again it was 
decided that the law, with all the amendments, 
did not cover these articles, so the importers re- 
eqived their goods at 15 per cent duty. Some 
time after this, a New York merchant im- 
ported, for a publisher, an invoice of 
stereotype metal, which was then on the free 
list. The metal came over in pigs and bara, and 
as it consisted merely of lead mixed with s small 
proportion of antimony and bismuth, the Cus- 
tom-House authorities regarded it as another 
trick of the lead dealers, who would undoubtedly 


|separate the constituents, and sell the lead 


separately. The invoice was seized, and suit 
was entered in the courts. The trial was a short 
one. Dr. Chilton, a chomist, was the first and 


only witness called. The Government insisted 


that the metal was imported in that form in 
order to avoid paying the duty. Mr. Wells gives 
the report of the trial as follows:

During all these years the vigilance and skill of 
the customs officials and of Congress had not 
been able to frame a law that would successfully 
impose a higher tax than 15 per cent on imported 
lead. Mr. Wells adds to the story of the im- 
portation of lead in busts the N ex- 
planation:

importation of the leaden statuary has been popularly | 


attributed to the agency of the well-known New York 
firm of Phelps, Dodge & Co. This is, however, ea 
error, The irmof Phelps, Dodge & Co. was not at 
the time of the occurrence of these events in existence ; 
and the old firm that preceded them, namely, that of 
Phelps & Peck, although large importers of metals, 
were not concerned in this matter of the leaden images 


The humors of our tariff legislation are not 
peculiar to lead, but have been repeated in 
reference to many other articles. The tariff of 
1846 imposed a duty of 20 per cent on flaxseed, 
and in 1857 this duty was reduced to.15 per cent, 
and linseed was made free, The result was that 
the importation of flaxseed suddenly stopped 
and that of linseed began. In 1872, Congress 
reduced the duty 10 per centon ‘‘ metals and 
manufactures of metals,” watches and jewelry

WHY THE COMMUNE I8 POSSIBLE IN 
_ AMERICA. 
e Commune presup- 
poses a peculiar mental or moral state. A man, 
in order to try it, must believe the jingling lie 
that property is robbery, or he must think that 
every two-legged animal without feathers has a 
natural right to be a law unto himseif, and to 
act exactly as he wishes. Very many Americans 
believe these two things already, and we, as a 
nation, are perhaps drifting towards that belief. 
Take the required mental state. The supply 
of quantities of irredeemable shinplasters is 
boldly advocated by many political leaders im 
speeches that are, in some cases unconsciously, 


based on the maxim that property is robbery. 


More greenbacks, they say, will make money 
cheap. That is, they will make it possible to 
pay debts with less value. In other words, 
cheating his creditors will be put within the 
debtor’s power. This reduces property-robbery 
to practice. The tariff, again, is support- 
ed, in papers and platforms, by the 
plea that it gives employment to skilled work- 
men. This implies that it is the duty of the 
State to give them employment. If this is 80 
no valid objection can be urged against the plea 
that it is also ite duty to provide work for the 
unskilled. The crowds that demanded employ- 
ment, last winter, of the civic authorities in New 
York, Boston, Cincinnati, and Chicago, were but 
the complement of the majorities that have pass- 
ed the high-tariff bills through Congress. The 
constituents were but carrying the Congressmen’s 
arguments to their legitimate conclusion. Now 
this is but the maxim: ‘Property is robbery” 
put into practice. For if every man has a right 
to his own, neither he nor his representative, 
the State, can justly be called upon to share his 
property with another man who happens to be 
in need. : 

Our tendency towards the Commune is accel- 
erated by four main causes. The growing 
disbelief in creeds that were formulated cen- 
turies ago induces thiskers to try to for- 
mulate new ones, adapted to this age, 
but leads the careless into contemptuous 
rejection of all the ideas, moral and otherwise, 
on which the old creeds were based. It is char- 
acteristic of ignorance to go to extremes. In 
the second place, the momentary triumph of the 
Commune in Paris, and its struggles elsewhere 
in Europe, have drawn attention to the subject. 
It is said that Berlin workingmen agreed to pro- 
claim the Communé at the same time with their 
Parisian fellows, and were only prevented from 
doing so by the untimely discovery of their 


plot. The red flag waves now in the club- 


rooms of the German “ Social-Democrats,” and 
their daily greeting is: Wie geht's mit der 
Theilung ?”—*‘ How goes it with the division 
[of property] ?“ Afters thing has failed it is 
very easy to think you see why. No doubt the 
reasons of the collapse of the Paris Commune 
have been conned over in thousands of brains. 
Men imagine they could carry through such a 
scheme now, and are impatient totry. Again, 


the great influx of foreigners has implanted on 


growth of centuries of European want, woe, and 
wrong. The circumstances here are not as favor- 
able to their growth, but they grow nevertheless. 


‘The leaven is at work. It may yet. leaven 
the whole lamp.

THE CONDITION OF IRELAND. 

There is trouble in Ireland. The extremists, 

disgusted at the firm front which Disraeli op- 


poses to their schemes, are attacking England 


and English rule through press, and pulpit, and 
Parliament. A Fenian periodical, the Flag of 
Treland, has been foremost in the attack. It 
spoke of Victoria as n foreign woman who 
held possession of the country against the will 
of the people.” It declared that the desperate 
hopelessness of obtaining Home Rule by peace- 
ful means was evident. It lauded the Fenian 
rebellion. It gloried in the British losses in 
Ashantee. Its whole tone has been seditious to 
the last degree. Allowing it to pursue such a 
course would have been, so Englishmen 
thought, like leaving a fire-brand in a 
barrel of powder. Disraeli found an extin- 
guisher ready to his hand. The Glad- 
stone Administration passed the so-called Co- 
ercion act, which allows the Government to seize 
any paper which disregards.a warning given it by 
the Lord Justices of Ireland. So the Flag of 


Ireland bas been warned and will probably be 


seized, insamuch as it waves as defiantly as 
ever. 

It is not alone in the use of violent language. 
Mr. Isaac Butt, M. P., has openty said that it will 
be impossible to maintain peace in the rural dis- 
tricts of Ireland; there is too much bad blood. 


Ireland is ‘seditious and disaffected,” and that 
‘concessions are only granted when sedition 
threatens civil war.” These statements have 
been made on the floor of Parliament. 
Similar ones have been made, with more im- 
mediate effect, from the pulpit. An attempted 
murder of. a landlord in Queen's County is 
charged to have been urged from the steps of 
the altar. It will be remembered that the testi- 
mony taken in the recent Galway contested 
election case showed that the peasantry had 
been incited to arson, riot, and murder by un- 
worthy priests. 

The Home-Rulers in Parliament have been 
defeated by the Government, and have paid the 
latter back in its own coin. The first question 
at issue was the purchase of the Irish railways. 
They have been grossly mismanaged. Jobbery 
has ruined them. Their charges are exorbitant 
and their trains are few. The full Irish inon- 
pacity for united action shows itself here. 
There are a multitude of little roads, 
support of a vast 
number of ornamental and useless offi- 
cials, and each managed independently of all 
the rest. Their shares are, of course, down, 
down. The Home-Rulers demanded that the 
British Government should buy the lot at about 
‘15 per cent above their value, should put them 
in order, and should then run them at a loss in 
order to benefit Ireland. The Government's re- 
fusal was backed by 235 votes against 59. The 
next question was the Irish fisheries.. English, 
Scotch, and French fishermen throng the Irish 
coast and make much money by the pursuit of 
their trade. It is not quite clear why the un- 
happy sons of Erin could not do the same thing 
themselves. It appears, however, that a loan of 
£20,000 to Hibernian fish-catchers is an absolute 
necessity. The Home-Rulers said 80, at least, 
and got it. Disraeli's opposition was in vain. 
Many M. P.'s were away, and the job had a ma- 


‘jority of two votes. 


These facts, and the many similar ones that 
might be cited, are probably colored more or 
leas by English prejudice. After all allowance. 
has been made for this, the picture is still a 
dark one.

| PASIGRAPHY.

Pasigraphical 
Unions,” designed to put his plan into practice, 
have been formed.

In the discussion of the bill for the sale of the 
Rush Vailey Military Reservation, in Utah, an 
intimation made by Mr. Dunnel that the large 
number of bills reported to-day from the Com- 
mittee looked very much like a job in the inter- 
est of land speculators, excfted the indignation 
of the Chairman (Coburn), who declared that no 
bonest man or man with honest instincts would 
dare to make such insinuations. Everything 
done by the Committee on Military Affairs was. 
ten thousand leagues in advance of anything 
done by the Committee on Public Lands (of 
which Mr. Dunnel is a member) in regard to say- 
ing the public money to the Treasury, to pro- 
tecting the interests of the Government, and 
fair dealing generally.
